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1 Applicant's argunnents filed April 21, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the sequence of events recited in claim 1 do not involve the porthole engine 
communicating with the web server before data is sent to the client and that the initial request received by the porthole engine does not 
involve communication with the web server; a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use 
must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and 
In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939. 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

3. In response to applicant's argument that the references fall to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e.. in claim 1: the use of a proxy server in response to an initial request sending data to the client 
without first contacting or communication with a web server; in claim 9: content display format being information indicating display 
format for content which will be retrieved at a later time; in claim 1 1: a second request for content which is related to the initial request) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

4. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually (claim 9 arguments on Eilbott), one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
